Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Wu was emphasizing arguments presented in the 1 1 May 2007 
response; specifically pointing limitations found in the 2nd, 3rd, and 6th paragraphs of claim 1. Specially emphasis was 
given to limitations of "causing a target instruciton modifying information register to store information necessary for 
decoding the target instruction modified by the prefix instruction," which Mr. Wu claims is not taught by Narayan. 
Examiner Lai stated that such emphasis is noted and when responding to the response will consider the points raised 
by Mr. Wu (e.x. there is no teaching for a direct storage) Mr. Wu also pointed to the limitations of "modifies a function 
of the target instruction" and "only on a prefix instruction" in which Examiner Lai explained his point of view. Mr. Wu 
also emphasize that although Zuraski teaches a shift of a target instruction, there is no "shifting an execution result of 
the target instruction," as seen in figure 4..
